Church Pilled. 


Sacred Heart church, was packed 


to utmost capacity not only with the 
church membership and friends from 
a distance but with scores of busi- 
ness men and others throughout the 
city who feel that in the passing of 
Father Synan they have lost a manly 
friend. 
THe church was decorated 


in sombre black and white, and the 
chancel and altar were a. mass of 
lights. 
In front of the chancel re- 


posed the casket, the mortal remains 
of the beloved priest exposed for the 
last time to the view of his friends 
and flock. The body was attired in 
the high ritualistic robes of his of- 
fice. 
Burning tapers were at 
the 


four corners of the bier. 


High Mass. 


It was 9:30 when the requiem high 


mass began. 
The Rev. Fr. O'Neill 


of Cohuimbus was 
master of cere- 


monies 
The Rt. Rev. Monsigneur 


Specht, of the Cathedral at Colum- 
bus, Vicar General 
of the diocese, 


sang the mass. He is one of the pat- 
riarchs of the church. 
His venera- 


ble head is bowed under the weight 
ol more than three score and 
ten 


years, and his deep voice, with at 
times the quiver of age In it, carries 
with It a veritable benediction. He 
was assisted by the Rev. Fr. Ross, 
formerly in charge of this parish, and 
in whose regime the Sacred Heart 
church was built, and the Rev. Fr. 
Heery, of Dennison, both warm per- 
sonal friends of Fr. Synan. Rev. Fr. 
Dunne 
of Dresden, 
another warm 


friend, also assisted. 


The requiem mass of the Roman 


Catholic church is one of the most 
impressive of ceremonies. Its digni- 
. 


ty and beauty were enhanched by the 
pall oi grief that overhung the great 
Ihrong that filled the church. Chairs 
filled Ihe aisles and every available 
foot of space 
was taken. 
Scores 


crowded the entrances unable to get 
within the portals 


The church choir, strengthened by 


the addition of Mrs. Erli Quirk Sny- 
der and Miss May Quirk of Denni- 
son and the Rev Frs. Schwartz and 
Liydon of Columbus, sang exquisite- 
ly. Mrs. Snyder's solo 
"Only 
a 


Cross" was one of the most beautiful 
ever heaid in the city. 


A Splendid Eulogy. 


The funeral sermon was preached 


by the Rev. Fr. Woesman of Mariet- 
ta, whose deep voice and magnificent 
eloquence played the heart strings, 
already drawn taut. Fr. Woesman is 
a man 
of commanding appearance 


and his tribute to his dead brother 
priest was one of surpassing giory. i 
The life 
just laid down, he 
said, 


taught well that ambition that seeks 
material gain only loses the very es- 
sence of life. 
Fr. Synan's life, he 


said, taught the great lesson, answer- 
ed the great question why we are 
here—to know God and to serve Him 
faithfully. 
He said that the future 


generations of the church 
as this 


community grows and becomes great, 
will owe an everlasting debt of grat- 
itude to Fr. Synan, whose energy 
and masterly mind were responsible 
for 
the building 
of the parochial 


school. His hand always grasped in 
the full strength of friendship, and 
there never lurked behind the grasp 
either deceit or treachery. 
He was 


fearless in his duty, and even when 
disease had racked his frame, 
he 


braved the elements by driving in 
a blinding snow storm sixteen miles 
to close the eyes of a faithful parish- 


Above the busy marts and streets of 
the city glistens the great Cross of 
Christ, teaching the way, the truth 
the light. 


As he lowered ais tones, and bend- 


ing over the head of the bier, made 
fervent prayer that the soul of Fath- 
er Synan would rest in peace, the 
pent up emotions of the 
bereaved 


friends found full vent in tears. The 
frames of women shook with emo- 
:ion and silently tears trickled down 
the cheeks of strong men. it was a 
scene of sublime sorrow. 


The services lasted two full hours 


Followed the Bier. 


At noon the visiting priests took 


dinner 
at the Park hotel.

o'clock, the body was taken to the 
Panhandle station, the clergy driv- 
ing from the parish house to the sta- 
tion, down the streets behind the fun- 
eral car. They were 
followed by

and Mrs. Jeffrey Sullivan, 
brother 


and sister of Fr. Synan. and by Mes- 
srs. Richard Weaver and Pros Roy- 
er, oi the local Knights of Columbus, 
the body was taken on train No. « to 
the old home at Fall River, Mass., 
where services will be held at the 
St. Mary's Cathedral, in charge of

will be made at St. John's cemetery 
Fall River, Thursday. 


It was a matter of general regret 


that the Rt. Rev. Bishop Hartley of 
Columbus is on the ocean, bound for 
borne after a visit to Rome.

Synan were very warm personal 
friends and the death will come to

the dynamiting of a Leonard avenue 
car Mondaj night. The police, deputy 
sheriffs and Co K, Fifth 
regiment 


and Battery C, field artillery of the 
militia, for mote than nn hoiu bat- 
tled with the <rowd befoie it was dis- 
persed. The mob numbered at least 
1,500. The police set a dragnet and 
an e\en 40 rioters, or persons who 
were In the vicinity, were locked up, 
pending investigation. 


_ When word was 
received that a 


crowd was congregating In the vicin- 
ity of Leonard avenue and Twentieth 
streets a detail of police under Chief 
Carter was sent to the scene 
AH the 


squad was flying in an automobile 
out Mt. V«rnon avenue there came 
the report of an explosion which was 
felt to the center of the city, a dis- 
tance of two miles. The detail pro- 
ceeded toward the sound, ;md be- 
tween Denmead avenue and Twen- 
tieth, on Leonard avenue, it devel- 
oped that a car had been bloun up 
with dynamite.

The Knight 
sugar case served Mr. lloosevelt 
an example of a decision on a highly 
technical legal subtlety. He declared 
that it rendered it exceedingly diffi- 
cult for the people to use any method 
of 
controlling 
and 
regulating the 


business use of great capital in inter 
state commerce. 


The New York bakeshop case was 


the other matter cited whereby thti 
supreme court made the action of the 
governor and the legislature of New 
York 
unconstitutional. 
They 
used 


the negative power of not permitting 
the abuse to be remedied, the colonel 
stated, lost men be deprived of their 
"liberty" to work under unhygienic 
conditions, and the "worst of it was 
that 
the supreme court could not 


supply any remedy. Though nominal- 
ly against state rights, Mr. Roosevelt 
shouted that this was against per- 
sonal rights. 


If decisions such as those indicated 


that the court's attitude was perma- 
nent, Mr. Roosevelt told the legisla- 
turo of Colorado that there would be 
real cause for alarm. They would un- 
set our whole system of popular gov- 
ernment. 
But be added that he is 


convinced that, inasmuch as these 
two jU-e mich flagrant will direct con- 
tradictions to the spirit and needs ol 
the times, sooner or later they will 
be explicitly or Implicitly reversed. 
The interdependence of the state and 
nation must be fixed, he declared.
